AGREEMENT made this first day of November, 1901, 
between the Directors of the Chatham & Lebanon Valley 
Railroad, and said Chatham & Lebanon Valley Railroad, 
party of the first part, and the Directors of the Rutland 
Railroad Company and said Rutland Railroad Company, 
party of the second part, under the corporate seals of 
said Companies, witnesseth : 

Whereas, the said Chatham & Lebanon Valley Rail- 
road, said party of the first part, the capital stock where- 
of is One Million Dollars ($1,000,000.00) divided into ten 
thousand shares of stock, all of the par value of One Hun- 
dred Dollars ($100) each, is a railroad corporation or- 
ganized under the laws of the State of New York owning 
and operating a railroad within said State and, 

Whereas the Rutland Railrad Company, said party 
of the second part, the capital stock whereof is Eight 
Million Seven Hundred and sixty-six Thousand Dollars 
($8,766,000.00), consisting of eighty-five thousand five 
hundred and seventy-six shares of Preferred or Guaran- 
teed Stock and two thousand and eighty-four shares of 
common stock, all of the par value of $100 each, is a rail- 
road corporation organized under the laws of the State 
of Vermont, and owning and operating a railroad within 
the States of Vermont and New York, and, 

Whereas the railroads of said Companies form a con- 
tinuous or connected line of railroad with each other. 
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Now therefore in consideration of the mutual cove- 
nants and agreements herein contained, the said parties 
hereto do hereby merge and consolidate the capital stock, 
franchises, and property of said parties hereto so as to 
form one Company under and in pursuance of the laws 
of the State of New York, and State of Vermont, in such 
case made and provided and by these presents, they do 
hereby covenant and agree upon and prescribe the terms 
and conditions of such consolidation and the mode of 
carrying the same into effect, which said terms and con- 
ditions they mutually agree to observe, to wit : 

1. That the name of the corporation hereby formed 
by said consolidation shall he Rutland Railroad Company. 

2. That the number of Directors of said corporation 
shall he nine. 



3. That the names and places of residence of the 
Directors and the other officers of said Rutland Railroad 
Company, who shall be the first directors and officers 
thereof, and shall manage its affairs until the next an- 
nual election hereinafter provided for or until others 
are chosen in their places, are as follows, to-wit :

4. That the capital stock of said Rutland Railroad 
Company shall he Nine Million, Two Hundred and Sixty- 
six Thousand Dollars consisting of ninety thousand five 
hundred and seventy-six shares of Preferred or Guaran- 
teed Stock and two thousand and eighty-four shares of 
common stock, all of the par value of one hundred dollars 
each and the rights of such preferred or guaranteed stock 
and common stock shall be such as are determined by 
the Acts of the State of Vermont incorporating said Rut- 
land Railroad Company ; and said common stock may he 
converted into preferred or guaranteed stock upon such 
terms as the Directors may determine, as provided in 
an Act entitled “An Act to consolidate the; Rutland 
Railroad System,” approved by the Legislature of the 
State of Vermont, October 29, 1900. The right is re- 
served to increase from time to time the capital stock of 
said Rutland Railroad Company in the manner pre- 
scribed by law. 

5. That the manner of converting said capital stock 
of the said Chatham & Lebanon Valley Railroad into the 
capital stock of said Rutland Railroad Company shall 
be as follows : 

That the capital stock of said Chatham & Lebanon 
V alley Railroad shall be convertible into the capital stock 
of said Rutland Railroad Company at the rate of two 
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shares of said stock of said Chatham & Lebanon Valley 
Railroad, for one share of said preferred or guaranteed 
stock of said Rutland Railroad Company and upon pres- 
entation and surrender of any outstanding certificate 
of stock of said Chatham & Lebanon Valley Railroad 
certificates of stock of said Rutland Railroad Com- 
pany shall be issued to the holder thereof in the pro- 
portion as above set forth. It shall not be necessary for 
the present stockholders of said Rutland Railroad Com- 
pany to take out new certificates of stock under this agree- 
ment. The stock of the Rutland Railroad Company, 
which may be issued for stock of the Chatham & Lebanon 
Valley Railroad, which is owned by the Rutland Rail- 
road Company, may be held or disposed or by said Rut- 
land Railroad Company as provided in said Act of the 
Legislature of the State of Vermont, entitled “An Act 
to Consolidate the Rutland Railroad System.” 

6. There shall be an election of Directors of said 
Rutland Railroad Company during the month of July, 
1902, and thereafter the Directors and officers shall be 
chosen according to the by-laws of said corporation. 

7. Upon the execution, ratification, and filing of this 
agreement, as provided by the laws of the State of Ver- 
mont and of the State of New York this agreement shall 
be deemed and taken to be the act of consolidation of 
said corporations, and thereafter such corporations, par- 
ties hereto, shall be one corporation by the name of the 
Rutland Railroad Company, but such act of consolida- 
tion shall not release said Rutland Railroad Company 
from any of the restrictions or duties of the said corpo- 
rations so consolidated and shall not abridge in any par- 
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ticular any of the powers, privileges and franchises of 
said Rutland Railroad Company party hereto. 

8. Upon the consummation of this act of consolida- 
tion, all general and special rights, powers, privileges, 
immunities, exemptions, exceptions, capacities, benefits, 
advantages, grants and franchises of each of the corpo- 
rations, parties to the same and of all other companies 
to whose right and property either of them have suc- 
ceeded, and all property, real, personal or mixed and 
all the debts due on whatever account to either of them 
as well as all stock, stock subscriptions and other things 
in action including contract rights belonging to either 
of them, shall be taken and deemed to be transferred to 
said Rutland Railroad Company, without further act or 
deed and all claims, demands, property, rights of Way, 
and every other interest shall be as effectually the prop- 
erty of the Rutland Railroad Company as they were of 
the former corporations, parties to this agreement and 
act, and the title to all real estate taken by deed or other- 
wise under the laws of the State of New York, and the 
laws of the State of Vermont, and of the United States, 
vested in either of said corporations, parties to this 
agreement and act, shall not be deemed to revert or be 
in any way impaired by reason of this act and agree- 
ment, or anything done by virtue thereof, but shall be 
vested in said Rutland Railroad Company by virtue of 
this act of consolidation. 

9. The rights of all creditors of, and all liens upon, 
the property of the Rutland Railroad Company and the 
rights of all creditors of, and all hens upon, the prop- 
erty of the Chatham & Lebanon Valley Railroad, ere- 
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ated by the direct corporate act of said Company, shall 
be preserved unimpaired, and the respective Corpora- 
tions shall be deemed to continue in existence to preserve 
the same and all of the said debts and liabilities incurred 
by either of said Companies shall henceforth attach to 
said Rutland Railroad Company and be enforced against 
it and its property to the same extent as if incurred or 
contracted by it. 

No action or proceeding in which either of said corpo- 
rations is a party shall abate or be discontinued by this 
act of consolidation but may be conducted to final judg- 
ment in the name of such corporations or the Rutland 
Railroad Company by order of the Court may on motion 
be substituted. 

10. It is further agreed between the parties hereto 
that upon the consummation of this agreement, said Rut- 
land Railroad Company shall become obligated and 
bound to the faithful performance of all the terms and 
conditions contained in an indenture dated the 15th day 
of July, 1901, made from said Chatham & Lebanon Val- 
ley Railroad to the Standard Trust Company of New 
York, Trustee, and said Rutland Railroad Company does 
hereby assume the performance of all the conditions and 
matters contained in said indenture to be performed by 
said Chatham & Lebanon Valley Railroad.
